she had never seen the man before. It 
was one of the most dramatic incidents 
of the trial. 


PUT HER IN BETTER LIGHT 


At the conclusion of the morning ses- 


sion of the court, Mr. Jerome seemed to 
have made little 
progress today, al- 


though his cross examination still is far 
from completion. As a matter of fact, 
the prosecutor enabled Mrs. Thaw to ex- 
plain u number of things, which appeared 
very much against her and the defend- 
ant last week. With regard to Stanford 
White's letter of credit which she had 
in Europe she declared she had not been 
informed of the letter until at sea. 


She denied evor having used a penny 


of it herself, but said her mother had 
got it all, Thaw turning it over to her. 
Thaw declared the money was "poison 


With regard to the cabling to Stan- 


ford White from London, Mrs. Thaw de- 
clared it had to do with her mother and 
an attache of the American embassy in 
the English capitol. This attache, silo 
said' "had sneaked up to my mother's 
bedroom and insulted her."

denied that the cablegrams had anything 
to do with her going off to Europe with 
Thaw.

WITNESS HAS OLD COMPOSURE. 
NEW YORK, .Feb. 25.—Mrs. Evelyn 


Nesbit Thaw was called to the stand to- 
day as soon as the judge had taken hia 
place on the bench and without any pre- 
liminary statement District 
Attorney 


Jerome plunged into the cross examina- 
tion, Mrs. Thaw looked refreshed after 
fc«r three days respite and answered tho 
first questions put to her 
confidently. 


Thaw brought with him from the Tombs 
several packages of letters and papers. 


Mr. Jerome, as on the previous days 


of his cross examination, continued to 
jump about from point to point in the 
witness' story. He first asked her if she 
had not had trouble with her mother in 
Allegheny. Pa., before going to Philadel- 
phia to live—if she had not run away 
with a girl, 


Mrs. Thaw replied in the negative. 


Mr. Jerome's next question was: 


"How long after the drugging in the 


B4tli street house, was an account open- 
ed for you in the Amsterdam bank by 
Stanford White?" 


"I can't tell how long—it might have 


Mrs. Thaw, who identified the writing 
as that of Stanford White. The envel-

The introduction of this letter 
and 


several checks signed by Evelyn Nesbit 
and her mother refreshed Mrs. Thaw's 
memory to the extent that she said she 
liveu at the Audubon apartments from 
February 10 to April 1, 1002. Between 
April 1 and April 17, 1002, Mrs. Thaw 
and her mother went to live at the Ho- 
tel Wellington. The district attorney 
spent some time in developing this point 
and apparently attaches much 
impor- 


tance to it. 


The checks were in payment of hotel 


bills and were drawn against a deposit 
made in the New Amsterdam bank by 
U trite to the joint credit of Mrs. Nesbit 
and her daughter. 


All of the checks drawn against thia 


account wore signed by both Evelyn and 
her mother.

i forestry service, the. Wisconsin senator 
| thought a reply should be made. Ac- 
cordingly he took the floor and for two 
hours discussed forestry legislation and 


j the administration of toe service by Gif • 


ford Pinchot. 


Mr. Spooner said that he would vent- 


ure an opinion that enough timber bad 
been cut from government lands in the 
last 100 years to'over and over again 
pay the national debt. He would vent- 
ure another opinion that, by reason of 
slothful and neglectful cutting enough 
timber had been destroyed by fire gen- 
erated by carelessness to pay.the nation- 
al debt ten times over. Senator Hey- 
burn maintained that under the compacts 
admitting the states, the government had 
no right to exclude lands from entry for 
settlement. To this Mr. Spooner replied 
that tho government was the owner of 
the property £nd had a perfect right to 
adopt a policy that would conserve the 
timber supply, just the same as it had a. 
right to adopt a policy to conserve the 
coal supply, which underlies the land it 
owns. This right had never been yielded 
to Idaho or any other state. 


The Wisconsin senator said that con. 


gress had another view also in eutablisli- 
ing forest reserves, namely, the coneerv 
ation of the water supply. Continuing 
Mr. Spooner said in part: 


"I am representing the lumber com- 


panies. It is a legitimate business, but 
there is no reason founded in public poli 
cy -while the government should to home- 
stead entry every ICO acre tract of tim- 
ber land which it owns, because the land 
when denuded of its trees would be ar 
able. Such a- doctrine would destroy the 
forests of this country. Shall the gov- 
ernment dispose of its -lands and take 
no care for the future either SB to water 
or timber supply? I have no doubt the 
forestry policy has its hardships to the 
people of- Idaho, Montana and Oregon 
and other states. I know it is looking 
upon Idaho purely from the stand point 
of today. You c:m pay too much for a 
rapid increase in population." 


Senator Spooner spoke at length of 


the work of Mr. Pinchot. He said he was 
a remarkable man for his knowledge of 
forestry in a practical and the oratical 
way. For love of the work he was lie 
voting his life to perpetuating for the 
generations to tome, who will inhabit the 
semi-arid lands of the west, a water sup 
ply without which that country would 
be a desert. Instead of being criticized 
he was deserving of the highest commen- 
dation. 


The senate adjourned without taking 


action on the bill.

It gives 
the cities power to change from a coun- 
cil form of government to a commission 
form. Upon a petition of ten per cent of 
the voters it would be left to popular 
vote of the particular city. It provides 
for the election of a city board of com- 
missioners of five members at large, no 
representation by wards, and the com- 
mission would have- general charge of 
the affairs thereof. Police, fire and park 
7natters, poor departments, street nnd 
engineering departments would all come 
under the direct control of the board of 
commissioners. 


In discussing the bill there are many 


citizens who have expressed an opinion 
that it would be a good thing and of 
benefit to the'city nnd perhaps a great 
saving, as five first class business men, 
pnid to attend strictly to city affairs 
would watch things closely.

TRUSTS FIGHT 


ALCOHOL BILL 


Standard Oil and Whisky Combines | 


Unite to Prevent Senate .from 


Amending Denaturing Law.

Says John Callan ,0'Laughlin in a dis- 


patch from Washington: 


Three great trusts, the Standard Oil, 


whisky and alcohol, arc fighting des- 
parately to per'ven't the, passage by the 
senate of the .bill amending the free al- 
cohol law which has been passed by the 
house of representatives. 


These corporations ar« making si de- 


termined effort to amend the bill so as 
to make it absolutely Innocuous. The 
fact that the farming interests of the 
country are displaying the keenest in- 
terest in the 'measure, expecting to real- 
ize the results from free alcohol which 
were promised in the law enacted at the 
last session, is of importance to them 
only because it represents a force to be 
blocked. 


Senator Aldrich, chairman of the fin- 


ance committee, in which the bill is bur- 
ied, likewise is indifferent to public opin- 
ion. In spite of the earnest representa- 
tions of Senator Hansbrough of North 
Dakota and other senators from farm- 
ing communities. Senator Aldrich is 
postponing the submission of the report 
to the senate. Hearings have been giv- 
en to the agents of the trusts named, 
and the usual methods of delay have 
been observed. 
N 


WESTERN SENATORS INDIGNANT 
It is this condition of affairs which is 


arousing great indignation'among west- 
ern senators, and the president is being 
approached with a. view of obtaining the 
use of, his influence to compel -action by 
the senate. It is apparent that, in spite 
of the trust prosecutions of the adminis- 
tration, in spite, of the remedial legisla- 
tion which has: been enacted, the trusts 
still' have -an inlluence in senatorial cir- 
cles which mi.-.st be reckoned with in 
connection with any legislation which 
'they believe is to their injury. 


The house 'bill now before the senate 


finance committee autho'rizes the estab- 
lishment of central' denaturing 
bonded 


warehouses, 'other than those of distiller- 
ies;'to which alcohol of acquired _proof 
may he transferred from distilleries or 
distillery bonded warehouses without the 
payment of an internal revenue tax and 
in which such alcohol may be stored and 
denatured. 
It permits alcohol to be draivn off for 


denaturation only from receiving cisterns 
in the cistern room of any distillery, for 
transfer by pipes direct to any denatur- 
ing bonded warehouse on distillery prem- 
ises or to closed metal storage tanks, and 
authorizes denatured ak-ohol to be trans- 
ported from a. denatured bonded ware- 
house under the regulations of the com- 
missioner of internal revenues. 


Another section of the 
bill . provides 


that at distilleries producing alcohol from 
anv substance whatever for dcnatura- 
tion only and having a daily spirit pro- 
ducing capacity of not 
exceeding 100 


•nillons, the use of cisterns or tanks of 
such size as may be deemed expedient 
may be permitted in lieu of the distil' 
lery warehouses. 


WOULD BREAK MONOPOLY. 


The law. now gives large distilleries a 


monopoly of supplying alcohol for man- 
ufacturing purposes, and it is intended 
to enable the farmer to compete by per- 
mitting a number of 'them to ship their 
alcohol to a conveniently located central 
denaturing plant, where all the advant- 
.agea of special denaturing or shipping in 
bulk to distant points will be possible. 
The law limits the size of packages, in- 
cluding tank cars and other methods of 
transportation, of denatured alcohol. 


The question of tank cars U of great 


importance in connection with reducing 
the price of alcohol for fuel uses to a 
competitive basis with kerosene, gasoline 
and other liquid fuels. 
Without tank 


cars, the national grange has pointed out, 
the market of the small distilleries must 
be local. The tank car 
is 
absolutely 


neceMiary to give smaller distilleries ,:in 
opportunity to share in supplying alco- 
hol to a svider field. There is economy 
in the tank car system for the reason 
that the railorads make no charge for 
handling empty tank cam back to the 
point of shipment. Their practice is to 
charge the same rate of freight as if the 
article was carried in barrels and to make 
ah allowance for mileage both coming 
and going. 
MILLION 
FARMERS 
INTERESTED. 


The farm distilleries will not be auth- 


orized under the bill to make alcohol for 
beverage uses, but 
for 
denaturation 


only, and with the product of the still 
bonded up to the point of 
denature- 


tion, whether it is done at the still or 
transferred to a denaturing plant; there 
ia no possibility of its going into com- 
petition with beverage spirits. A mil- 
lion farmers have asked for the privilege 
of this provision. They would compete 
in no way with the beverage distilleries, 
but with wood alcohol, and would be in 
a position to supply industrial- interests, 
from which the demand has come because 
of the cheapness of the product. 


The house ways and means committee 


reported that if the farmers , of 
New- 


York. Pennsylvania, and Michigan could 
distill alcohol from wood and put it up- 
on the market untaxed for mechanical 
uses, the fanners of the west and north- 
west should be permitted 
to 
use in 


the same way the waste products of their 
farms or the cullings from their crops, 
which will not bear expensive transporta- 
tion to distant markets. 


In view of the rapid exhaustion of the 


wheat lands of the United States and the 
necessity for a rotation of crops, it is 
considered 
important that 
American 


. farmers should be permitted, as con- 
templated by the amendment, to convert 
otherwise unmarketable portions of their 
crop into.a. marketable commodity. 
A« 


a result of the free alcohol law of last 
session, the price of wood alcohol drop- 
ped from 70 cents per gallon to 40 cents; 
denatured alcohol, when first placed on 
the market, sold for 30 cents, now it is 
31 and 32 cents, and the demand exceeds 
the supply. 
Abroad reductions were 


made in the price of denatured alcohol.

WISCONSIN 


IS SECOND 


Has High Rank in Butter and 


Cheese Manufacture — Over 


2,000 Plants in This State.- 


Bulletin. 54, which has just been issued 


by the Bureau of the Census, presents 
statistics relating to the manufacture of 
butter, cheese, and condensed milk, floi'ix 
and grist mill products, and starch. 


In 1905 there were 8,926, establishments 


engaged ill the manufacture of butter, 
cheese and condensed milk, having a cap- 
ital o£ §47,255,556, employing 15,557. 
wage-earners, paying 88,412,937 in wages, 
and reporting a cost of materials amount* 
ing to $142,920,277 and products valued, 
at $168,182,789. All ot these items ex- 
cept the number of establishments show 
substantial increases during the five 
years since the census of 1900, that tha 
value of products represents an incrcaM 
of 2S.6 per cent, or over one-fourth.. 


The decrease in the number of estab- 


lishments was principally due to the con- 
solidation or absorption of smallel 
creameries into larger plants. 


The total cost of materials shows an' 


increase of $34,079,077, or 31.3 per cent. 
There was a decrease . of 121,707,811 
pounds, or 1.4 per e^nt,'in the quantity 
of milk used in making butter and an 
increase in the quantity of cream of 
384,512,513 pounds, or 188.8 per. cent. 
These changes are due to the introduction 
of the hand separator, as many fanners 
who formerly delivered milk to the fact- 
ories now deliver cream only. 


There was a general proportionate in- 


crease both the quantity and value of 
condensed milk manufactured between 
the censuses of 1SOO and 1805. The in- 
crease in quantity amounted to 121,563,- 
395 pounds, or 65 per cent, and that in 
cost to $8,860,490, or 89.5 per cent. There 
was also a large increase in the quantity 
of butter produced, amounting to 111,- 
351,595 pounds, or 26.5 per cent. The in- 
crease in the quantity of cheese was 35,- 
172,584 pounds, or 12.5 per cent. 


WISCONSIN'S HASTE. 


Of the' total number of establishment* 


in the industry, 74 per cent were located 
in six states—New York, Wisconsin, Io- 
wa, Illinois, Minnesota, and Pennsylvan- 
ia. These states reported products val- 
ued at $113,799,670, or 67.7 per cent of 
the total of the United States. New 
York ranked first with products valued 
at $31,047,776, and Wisconsin 
second, 


with products valued at $29,994,791. In 
value butter constituted over 97 per 
cent of the total product reported for 
Minnesota and Iowa, and was also the 
principal product in Wisconsin and Penn- 
sylvania. In New York cheese and con- 
densed milk amounted to nearly 60 per 
cent of the total; and in Illinois con- 
densed milk alone to a little more than 
50 per cent. Wisconsin led in the num- 
ber both of butter factories or creamer- 
ies and of cheese factories, with 902 and. 
1,454,-rcspectivcly, and New York in the 
number of condensed milk establish- 
ments, with 25. 


Nine states reported the manufacture 


of more that 20,000,000 pounds of butter 
in 1905, Wisconsin leading with 89,155,- 
075 pounds. New York. Wisconsin. Ohio, 
Michigan and Pennsylvania reported 287,- 
880,391 pounds, or 90.S per cent of the 
total quantity of cheese produced. New 
York leading with 132.836,482 pounds- 
New York and Illinois, with half of the 
total number of establishments, produced 
195,905,407 pounds, or 03.5 per cent of the 
total condensed milk product. 


The export trade in butter and cheese 


is comparatively small, the values re- 
ported for the two commodities in 1901 
being S1.70S.S24 and £.',45:2.239' respect- 
ively. Great Britain and Canada are tha 
chief foreign markets for these products. 
The quantity of butter imported is in- 
significant, amounting in value to but 
$34.764 in 1904, but the importation of 
cheese has shown a steady growth in 
quantity and value. In 1904, 22.707,103 
pounds of cheese, valued at $3584,811, 
were imported, increases over 
1900 of 


9,2.'il,113 pounds and $1,523,197, respect- 
ively. 


At the census of 1905 there were 10,- 


051 of the merchant 
flour 
and grist 


wills in the United tSates. Their total 
capital Was $265,117,434; they employed 
39,110 wage-earners, paid $19.822,196 in 
wages, consumed $619,971,161 worth of 
materials, and manufactured products to 
the value of $173,033,395. 


The three leading stales in the indust- 


ry were Minnesota. New York and Kan- 
sas. 
Minneapolis was the leading city, 


in the industry, twelve mills there pro- 
ducing products amounting to $1)2.754,-' 
•146. 
The merchant flour and grist mills 


used 754,!M,"),720 bushels of grain in 1905. 


There were 31 starch manufacturing 


establishments in 1905. 
The industry, 


'showed a great decline. The increase i* 
manufacture of potato starch in Europe, 
particularly in Germany and Russia, has 
been partially accountable for the situa* 
tion.
